 FEDEROV'S INTERVIEW WAS IN REPLY TO DR. JAMES B. FISK, CHIEF U.S- 
SCIENTIST AT THE TALKS, WHO HAD ACCUSED THE RUSSIAN SCIENTISTS OF

"IT IS POSSIBLE ALREADY NOW TO PROPOSE SEVEERAL IMPROVEMENTS FOR THE
